(iovern, arrived In this oity on Friday after-

noon on the Day Express and were met at

the depot by a committee of the Kaights of
81, John. The visitors were ssoorted to St

Mary's parochial residence and Introduoced
1o Rav, Dr. MoCullsgh, aftar which they

fnapected ihe church and orphan ssylam.
Bu Joseph's church wasaiso visited and that
bandsomne bullding inwpectod. Want of ime
prevented s visit to SL Joseph's hospital
and 8k Anthony's church. The commiites
dined at the City hotel, afier which several
places of Interest in the olty were visited.
The commitses marched to the depot
fo mest the blabop upon the ar-
rival of the Harrisbnrg lixpress, When it
arrived in the Lanosster statlon there was
a large crowd sssembled to pay thelir re-
speota to Bishop Thomas MoGovern. The
bishop had beéen in retreat at New York for
the past weak and was on his way to Har-
risburg where he will be conseorated with
imposing ceremonies to-morrow. As moon
na the traia stopped the commitiee entered
the rear oar where the bishop was ssated,
Mr. Denehey, chairman of the commitlees,
announced ita mission to the bishop to be
to recelve and escort him to Harrisburg as
the representalives of the Oatholics of that
city, The biahop thanked the Catholles of
Harrlaburg for this mark of thelr atfection.
By this time the large crowd in the depot
lovatad the bishop In the car and thore was
a big rush made to enter the ear. ALl the
request of the committes and Rev, Dr, Me-
Cullagh the bishop walked to the platform
and bowed to the crowd., Ile again took
his meat and lhrough the open windows
shook hands with all who could get near
enough to him to reach him.

The traln arrived at Harrisburg on time
and the bishop met with an eathusiastio
reception, A large number of organizations
from Harrisburg, Steslton, and other places
weore In line. Among them were the

Knights of B8* Jobn, of tbis eity,
headed by their own band of
music. The Knights were accorded

the post of honor, the escort of the blshop.
In thelr handsome uniforms they
were the atiractlon of the parade, and
all along the route of parade they were
complimented by the wpectators on
their fine appearance. The decorations and
illominations were elaborate, nearly every
prominent bullding being decorated in
honor of the arrivel of the blshop. Wmn
the parade resched Lhe pro-ssthedral, and
clergy reatel, Rev. Fa'her MaBridr, In &
neat nddress, weloomed the bishop to Har-
risbuarg,

This occaslon truly Hlls me
with joy, and | cannot hold my when
1 know, too, that the heart strings ol my

people are strained with joy. 1 am sur-
prised at this receptinn, and I thaok all
who bave taken part in the demonstration.

Afler the addreas the bmhop relired to
his room acd received many of his parish-
foners and & numbar of prominent oltizsna
ol larrisburg, Awong Lthe ocallers was
Governor Beaver.

The bishop will be consecrated on Sun-
day, when there will be a large attendance,
Nearly all the clergymen of Lthe diocese will
be present. A large number of 8i, Mary's
oongregation will go to Harrlsburg. The
train will leave the depot at G:30 in the
morning, and the fare for the round trip
will be §1 .44,

Harry Uallagber, ex-pugilist, ox-bees ball
manager, ox-barber, &o, who comes from
Mt Joy, but has lived in Lasesster several
yoars, ia again in trouble. He has figured
in sorapes of all kinds during the time he
bas lived In Lancaster, but the present
charge Is one of the most serious that bas
yot besn brought agsiost him. Uatil
several months ago G bad a barber
shop In this oity, but be had trouble with
hia family and the result was that be wasar-
rested saveral imea. He then ocomcluded
to leave Lancaster, which he did, and se.
cured a good sliuation at barbsring In Phil-
adeiphla. He visited Lancaster several
timea ainosand oame here laslt abomt ten
days ago. Hinoe his arrival in this oity be
has been drunk most of the time, and has
been traveling with the toughest men that
be could And—espeociallly those who were
well up In the art of ‘working”
bars for drinke. Yaesterday he was
seen on the streela aporiing e silk Uls, but
looking rather weary from over indul-
gence. Duringthe day he bad wilh him
overal different young toughs. This
morning, about 2 o'clock, Gallagher and
s young man, who s as yet unknown to
the polios, but bore a rather ugly look,
went Into the Cliy hotel. They had wilh
them Henry . Martin, druggist.
Gallagher went back (o the bar-
room and ordered a drink, while his
two companjons took seats in the front room
Gallagber doen not stand very high st this
hotel on sesount of his general bad reputs-
tlon, and Frank Wohr, the night clerk, re-
fused to sell or give him any Uquor, Galls.
gher then weat to the front room sod told
his hard-looking companion the result of
his roconnolter. The young fellow mum-
bled something about not belog good
enough to drink at the bouse and both he
snd Osllagher sald that Mr, Mariln bad
plenty of monay to pay for all the drinks
they wanted, The whole party then ssttied
down in chalrs as though they Intended to
remain all night, but Mr. Wobr told them
they could not remain there and ordered
them to leave.

THE PARTY ON THE STREET.

Giallagher and his odnpanion, both of
whom seemed very attentive to Mr. Mariin,
were careful to ses that he went with them,
After the trilo had gone out Mr. Wohr
walched them for a time and saw both men
standing very close to Martin, The fellow
whoss nameo is unknown was the first to
leave and Galiagber remained with
Martin, Mr. Wobr pald no farther stlen-
tion o them, but went back and began
reading » paper. Later he found Mr, Martin
siiling on & chair on the hotel porch. He
belleved him to be ssleep, aod, as the
weather was not cold, he concluded to let
bim remain there. Betweoen b and 6 o'clock
this morning Officers Reilly and Pyle,
aflter trying to arouse Martin, withoat suo-
oees, took him to the station house,ln an un-
conscloun condition. Every eflort was there
made to bring bim back to oconsclousneas,
but it could not be done. He was soon
afterwards takon (o his home, on East Vine
atreet, where he was atlended by Dr. Baker,
the station house physiclan., He showed
every aymptom of having been drugged or
polsoned, and his family thought for a time
that he was dylog. At 10 o'clock
today he had not regained conmol-
ousness, Howe time during the night Mr,
Martin was robboa of a gold watoh, chaln,
overcoal, bank book and some money, 1t
is not known how much monsy he
had with him, but he left home n
oouple of days ago with §560. He
may bave spent some of this, but be had
hia walch aud overcoat before Gallagher
sad his friend fell in with him. Where
they met him no one seema to know, but
the impression is that Lthey drugged and
thon robbed bim.
It seama that Gallagher left Martin soon
after the former's friend dissppeared. He
next turned up st the Globe hotsl and told
Harry Chambers, the night bartender, to
telephone Lo the sistion house that & man
had been robbed. He told Chambers
where the man was and when the latter
began to question him he became confused
aud soon left, Later Gallagher was seen at
Zortman's depol restaurant, where he pur.
ocbased & glass of beer. I was not long
afterwards until Clerk Wohr, of the Oity
botel, who had heard of Martin's robbery,
told the police of Giallagher's susplolous
vondunot, The.latter waa arresied later on
North Queen street by Ofeer Welch and
afler belng commlitted by Alderman Mo-
Conomy was taken (o prison where he yet
remains, The evidenco s aurely very
sirong against him and his ooknown part-
per, whom the police are looking for.
This afternoon st 3 o'olock Mr, Martin
had regained consolonaness, but was some-
what delirious. He Is out of danger,
however, '

The corn arop s the smallest alnos 1484,
and the remainder om farme also the
tmallest in soven years, It is eatimated at
008,000,000 bushels against 603,000,000
Inst year and 773,000,000 two yearn
ago. The proportion is 340 per ocent
of the orop, the lowest percentage
oxoopt in 1884 when It wav33 and the stock
612,000,000 bushels, In recent years ihe
perocentage has ranged from one-third to
four tenths of the annusl prodact.

The proporition merchantable is 81,4 per
oght, of & present average value of 50 6 cents
per bushel. The unmerchantable averages
312 cenis per bushel. The average value
ol the stock remalning s 47.0 cenis per
bushel, 3 2 cents higher than on the firal of
December. The proportion consumed with.
out removal beyond county lines, whioh
‘waas last Maroh 17 per cent, is salimated st
12 per cent. for the present orop, which re.
duees the quantity transported to 170,000,
000 bushels, 118,000,000 less than iast year,
while the amout for oconsumplion s also
amaller by 00,000,000 buahelr,

The Indleated stook of the wheat of
